HAMBURG, Germany, (6ec' 
(a— The West German Ous- 
ted magazine Stern 
announced today it will pub- 
lish a complete and unabridged 
serialization of the book “The 
Deaith of a President.” 

Henri Nannen, editor-in-chief 
of the magazine, said Stem’s 
agreement in New York last 
night to remove or modify pas- 
sages in the book relating to 
the personal life of Mrs. John 
F. Kennedy and her two chil- 
dren. 

Nannen said Stern had paid 
$72,500 for the German seriali- 
zation rights, and the contract 
between Stern and Look did 
ot provide for any changes or 
cutting of the text. 

Scheduled for Jan. 17 
A Stern spokesman said seri- 
alization will begin in the edi- 
tion of the magazine appearing 
on West German newsstands 
Jan. 17. 

Look magazine, informed of 
the development in New York, 
'ad no immediate comment. 

After talking with attorneys 
for Mrs. Kennedy, a source 
close to the family said, “We 
do not know anything about the 
Stern statement except Look 
represented to us hat they had 
made no agreement which per- 
mitted Stem or any other, pub- 
lication to which Look had sold 
rights to publish any text other 
than that which appears in 
Look magazine.” 

Cites German Laws 
Stern said in a statement it 
dp' not thank Mrs. Kennedy 


could block West German pub- 
lication thru court action, be- 
cause dnly that which is prob- 
ably false or damaging to a 
person’s honor can be blocked 
under German law. 

Neither of these grounds ap- 
ply to the contents of the serial- 
ization, even tho the political 
prestige of President Johnson 
might be injured by observa- 
tions made in the book, the 
magazine added. 

“I can understand that Sen. 
Robert Kennedy would like to 
avert this dispute [with Presi- 
dent Johnson] for the sakofhis 
political career, but this can 
be no reason for not reporting 
the complete, unmodified histo- 
rical tru t h,” Nannen 
commented.
